Stringent provi 
siouB for the suppression of the vices 
of the Asiatics are aluo inaerted, and 

■■ are quite certain to be executed. 

The second bill excludes all t-'hine.si' 
from the Colony under a jiei^ally, but 
of what nature is not stutod in the tele- 
graphic summary. Anybody found as- 
Biating them to gain an ontrunce is 
liable to a penalty of $200. One of 
these laws — that for exel union — will go 
into effect if the Dominion Parliament 
consont.s. In an evil hour, a.s many of 

. her citizen.s now btdiove, Briti^i Col- 

■ umbia llir»*w in her destinies with 
thoae of Canada. Tlie intlncemont wa.s 
a railroad which we.'i certain to be built 
anyhow. Two or tliiee years ago Hri 
tish Columbia jui.ssed an eciually .strin 
gent bill for the {'.xcliision of I ho Chi- 
nese, but the Dominion Parliamont re 
fused to ratify it. 

In this respect it acted more dti.s- 
potically towards it.s newly acquired 
territory and the Home (.Jovernmeiii, 
which in tlioca.se of the Chinede ex- 
clusion bills pa.ssfd by some of the 
Australian Colonies, accjuiesced when 
the proposition was persistently [ire.ss 
ed, though its relations to China are 
idlinitely more intimate and extensive 
than ours. The excuse alleged by the 
CanadianJGovernment for a refusal to 
to accede to the wiahes of British Col- 
umbia was that the Chinese were ne- 
eded for the bulding of the Ciinadian 
railway. But in the nature of the 
things that form of oppcsition must 
eventually dis-sapear. The law for the 
regulation of Chinese, now resident in 
the Colony, will pre.sumably go into 
efiect anyhow. That in a matter of 
internal police about which the ].>o 
miniou Government .should Imve uo- 

- thing to ' say. 

'This legislation on the part of the 
adjoining Britiwh territory ought not 
to be without its weight in Congres.s. 
It shows the all-pervading opposition 
t-o Chinese immigration. The laws re- 
ferred to are more drastic than any 
that have been proposed in California 
--they make no exceptions. JJut it 
is BUppo.sed in the I'leat that none but 
the vague class known as hoodlums, 
are-opposed to the coolies in this State. 

It wai only by peraist ing that we 
are enabled to collect a Iwo-dollnr poll 
tax from these interlopers. All thai i.s 
obtained from the whole crowd does 
not pay the expense of punishing their 
criminalH.

One of the ohjection.s frequently urged 
against womiiu sufl'rago is llmt it would 
"break up the family." 'J'ho last tirao I 
heard this brought forward it w.ii by an 
intelligent lawyer, 'a member of one of the

Wlioii the iiiijouniuil iK'liiitf mi Mr. 
.lulm's niotidii to iul<jpl the .soli.'tl odiii- 
iiiittee'a report on tlie claims of McNiuaee 
Jd. Co. was resumed in the house un I'Vi- 
tlay iifternoon Mr. Beavon niiido i|uilo a 
puthetic appeal on behalf nf tho ccuitruf • 
I lira of the gnvvin<J! dock wlio.su iiii.s!\a - 
t.uiies ho had so j^'iiiijriiitiireiily pfdiiintt'tl 
us «hiof COinniisShilU'f dl' lamls and wni'k.s. 

By his bonehci'iit snpui'vi.^uin ilie i-uii- 
tracturs went to work iiiidoi the direciioii 
ef the engineer and at tlu' end of four 
nionths maiiat;eJ to get a ccpy of the 
"jraviiii; docl; plans when to tiieir a.ston- 
i.ihiiioiit they found the site of the doek 
hail been moved backwards aflof ilie iiuiii- 
ner of the sun on the dial of .\iuii'., iii- 
creasing the co.st of construction and inak- 
ing their o.'-if iiiiaio.s (d' eostH and ipiant ities 
utterly valueless. Hut they not only had 
to pro.secute the wurk under the-se i^reat 
di.sadvantages and losses in coiiseqneiice 
of this change of t;; feet (i inches in the 
ml6 of the quay wall, but under Mr. Hea- 
ven's peculiar tinancial system thoy sus- 
tained further losses iit-moiiey and dam- 
uge to rtieir credit through the? chief com- 
niissioner neglecting or evadini,' prompt 
payments on tlie engiueer's certiticates fur 
work dune. The goveriinient were also 
liotmd to furnish cement ii.sed in the dock; 
but at the time wiieii the contractors 
threw up the sponge on this delightful 
contract the government had not cement 
enough to plaster a chiiiuity. 'I'liu chief 
iroinmissioner liimlly raided the cnntrac- 
tors and took their plant, [iroperty and 
material, notwithstanding that at the titiie 
some §13,187.25 was due them. To sum 
up, the facts as contained in the evidenco 
left the sckci. con.iaittee nn alternative 
but to report as they did. Mr. Heaven 
liaving always evinced such a warm iii- 
\erest in these unfortunate contracturs 
and having done 30 iiiiich for them, it is 
no wonder his interest in them should con- 
tinue, and his tender sympathies be 
powerfully aroused by the adjourned de- 
bate, especiidly when he reniemliercil tliatin 
addition to all tiiitt he had dune for tlieni 
himself they had fnrtlier forfeited a de- 
po.fit of .'510,000. lie really thought the 
contractors having endured patiently all 
the benefits he had inflicted upon them 
were entitled to some compensation; and 
though as loader of the goyerunicnt ho 
would never have had a siirplin if lie had 
gone about rewarding nienlorious people, 
he had no objeclioji to any other govern- 
ment doing it, aiul therefore pressed the 
"serious consideration" of the matter on 
the house. So one professes to under- 
stand the leader of tl\e opposition and the 
lion. Mr Suiithe could only remind him 
that these claims all originated 
under his (Mr. iieaven s) goverunient 
and after refusing Kj recognize them as 
chief commissioner lie ikjw proposes they 
should be satisfied, tiiough they had no 
legal basis. Mr. Heaven is hard to re- 
concile, but it is possible to take a chari- 
table view of his case. N\'e believe the 
gii;at temptation ol hi.s later oliicial life 
wa.s a surplus and that but fur hi.H ruling 
passion he would have gone about doing 
all sorts of benevolent things with the 
public purse. I'ut the surpliis starved 
eVerythmg, tlo' reads and bridges anil all 
manner u' |jul)lie work.s ;ind educational 
facilities, down to eviui the hacknian who 
drove the iMarfpiis of Lorne and the I'rin- 
cflBs to iiovernmeiH llouso, and the me- 
chanic with a small bill had no more 
chance than tlie one with a largo one. To 
thi.H grn;il idea i\Ir. HeaviMi sacrificed 
evitrything, even himself, and it iwis no 
wonder he had no sci iiples about other 
people. Hut f(U' the surplus the drydock 
contractors woidd likely havo been satis- 
fied and their plant would never Jiave 
been stolon. It was natural, therefore, 
that havingsacritified so much for an idea 
which proved after .ill to bt; a myth, he 
should feel Sunn; twiiig(!s of conscience wlu^n 
the select commit I ee brought in a repijrt to 
the ellect that the dock contractors 
were hardly-used men and that their 
claims were just. Mr. Heaven, however, 
seems to liave been in happy unconscious 
ne.HS of the humiliating ])osition which he 
a«bumod before the house in this iiialtc^r. 
lie was n^ally s.iying, "I have been 
found out by the select cuinmittec. 1 
have treated these contractors in a harsh 
and unreasonable manner. I allowed 
them to work on false iilans and neglected 
tt) pay them, and I seized (.heir phmt, 
though 1 owed them mom^y; and tlmugh 
I refused restitution myself I think it 
would bo an excellent thing for any other 
government to offer it, ospocially if 
they have ^ot any spare cash, which I 
never had.' Of course the claim without 
.lomc legal basis could not he i-jsnnably 
entertained by the present government 
any more than that of Mr. DeCusinus and 
the result on a uelitioii of right would 
probably have lerminated in tlie same 
manner. It i& to be hoped, however, 
that the contractors may find on repre- 
.luiitiiig their case to the Dominion au- 
thorities that a reasonable eunipensiition 
will bi! awarded them, 'i'hey are gieat 
sufferers and have a bona fide claim.

An Ol4l Official Idea of IIou- 
to Cure for Iiiiinlgrvaiils. 

To ruE Editor. — I have just read Mr. 

Mullet's very sensible and practical letter, 
published in your paper of to-day, and 
with a view of urging that steps should be 
at oncu taken to welcjme and a-ssist those 
immigrants who may arrive in the spring 
to settle in the province, and at the same 
time of suggesting to thegovernmout now 
in power, and which has proved itself to 
be a government at once progressive and 
peace-making what would ai)pear to be 
a wise course to nursue under the circum- 
stances. And first, I think, as house 
and hotel accoininodution are certainly 
limited, and in any case to immigrants 
costly, that sheds should bo ©."-acted here 
as elsewhere for toiuporary occupation by 
immigiiints, single or with families. In 
the ne.vt place tile govornineiit might take 
a lesson fnuii the hiatury of the imule in 
which the settlement of Oowicluiii and 
Como.K was ell'ected, under the regiino of 
Sir .lames Douglas and liia oxecutivc olii 
cers, viz. : by transporting in a steamer 
bodies of immigrants to different points, 
and actually planting them on the land. 
In the cases referred to a gun-boat was 
sent and the settler.s placed under tlio 
charge of the llieu surveyor-general and 
his chief assistant. An active surveyoi, 
who could find hia way about compass 
and plan in hand, should be sent with 
the party. 'I'lio Fraser riv.jr country 
being more or lea.i settled, would not re- 
iiuire such a guide, a.i iiifuriuat ion could 
be gained from the tanners at the variotis 
points or from the innnigration agent. 
The coast of Vancouver l.sland contains 
largo tracts of good land available for 
aettloment. IMr. Moluin's rojjort, dated 
•29th October, lH7;i, of explorations in the 
vicinity of yalmon river, (published in 
blue bonk of that year with maps), shows 
that the valley of .S.dmon river "couiains 
40,000 acres of land, of which at lea;~l 
25,000 acres are eminently adapted fur 
settlement." "The soil throngluait (the 
valley) is nf very sii|)erior ijuulity." The 
valUiy is 'JO miles lung, and varying ui 
width from I A to 5 miles. The river is 
navigable fur liglit-tlriuight stoaiuers fur 
a distance of 10 to I'J miles, and for can- 
oes beyond. At the mouth of Adam.s 
river there aro 8,000 acres, of which 
4,000 aro of good soil. Nt;ar cape Miulgu 
and Point Hulinos, are largo tracts uf good 
land, lightly tindiered or covered with 
aldiu' and willows, which are luimeilialely 
available fur scttlemenl. 1 feel that I 
have said enough to imlieato the way uf 
settling up our public lands, without pre- 
tending to havo esliausted thosubject, and 
if the ([uestion be once fairly lookod into 
by the govoriiinent the solution of it 
will be easy. AS OLi> oi- Kit i.*i..

Supreme Court. 

(lieforc 3[r. Justice Walkeni.) 

Lange & Son vs. Work. 

Tho plaintiffs in the month of Novem- 
ber, 1881, obtained judgment against tho 
defendant for $298 and tho judgment waa 
rogiatered in iMay, 1882. ExeGutions 
against tho goods and lands of the defen- 
dant were issued but were returned un- 
satislied. In Juno, 1882, defendant ex- 
ecuted a mortgage of hia property to C, 
E. Pooloy to secure hia creditors by in- 
stalments aud the deed was registered in 
November, 1882. In November, 1883, 
defendant paid to C. £. Pooley $250 to 
divide amongst hia creditors, pro rata. 
f)n 27lh Nnvombor, 1883, plaintit^"" ob- 
tained an order appointing .1. C. Prevost 
receiver eif defendant's estate and C. E. 
Pooley was summoned to show cause why 
ho should not pay the §250 to tho receiver 
oii bohalf of the plaintiffs, the only jiidg- 
luent creditors of the defendant. 

Mr. Drake on behalf of Mr. Pooley and 
tho defendant, opposed on the ground 
that a receiver should not hayo been ap- 
pointed, as tho deed executed by the ere 
ditors and the plaiutifls could have no 
prefereiico. , 

I'laintiffs contended they were no par- 
ties to the deed to Mr* Pooley and that 
the money iu hia hands was liable to p.ay 
their jiidginont debt, they being the only 
jiidgment creditors. 

.Several authorities wove ((uoted by both 
sides ill anpporl of their contention and 
the court reserved its decision.

Haniloy vs, Libby — Thm was an ac- 
tion to recover 8400 penalty for breach of 
Canadian coasting laws, in towing a ves- 
sel froin Capo Flattery to Port Moody, ho 
being ilie coiiunaudor of an .\merican 
low -boat. Ho towed tho vessel from tho 
Cape into Royal Roads and having anchor- 
ed her came into Victoria, where the Oo- 
liah (Kialed; Went to the Gustont-houso 
and asked for a clearance for Port Moody, 
Air. llaniley informing him that his tak- 
ing the ship Jrom Royal Roads to Port 
Moody would bo an infraction of the 
coasting laws. The defendant then took 
a clearance fi. uu Victoria to Port 1'own- 
amid, went out to Royal Roads, picked 
up the ship again, towed her to within 15 
luilea of Porl Townsend, cast her off, 
wont into Port Townsend and there cloar- 
od for Port Moody; returnod to tho ves- 
sel in llio straits and towed htv to Port 
JMoody. Defendant subse({iiently entered 
Victoria harbor with hia steamer, when 
the vessel was seized and he deposited 
SAOO Gne with tho collector to abide the 
result of this action . 

'Vlie chief justice yesterday held that 
tho towing by a foreign steamer from one 
port or place in Cannda lo another port 
or place in Canada waa illegal and pro- 
nounced judgment in favor of plaintiff 
with coats.

If Iho late spenker had received a position 
iu the present ministry as provincial secre- 
tary, which he had expected, he would not 
havo opposed the second reading. 

Mr. Duck thought Mr. Semliu had ei- 
pressed his views iu a very intelligent man- 
ner, aud he also was inclined to vote 
against tho second reading of the bill.

House Ihon went into oommittoe; Mr. 
Orant in the chair. ' 

Hon. Mr. Smitho called attention to 
tho fact that a committee of the house 
was appointed last session which aubinit- 
ted a report with reference to minister's 
salaries, recommending that section 9, 
Constitution Amendment Act, 1878, he 
repealed. When in opposition ho had 
told hia constituents that he did not think 
the rainiater's salaries which wore then 
83900 a year would be reduced and to 
this remark there was not raised a dis 
sentient voice. The labors of ministers 
were greotly increased by the aossions of 
tho house and it was only due that they 
should receive sessional allowance the 
fame as private members. Ho had always 
been of the opinion that the present sal- 
ary of a minister (8'JOOO per annum) was 
not sufficient. In increasing their in- 
comes (for that was what it amounted to) 
by $400 per annum for sessional allow 
anco, they would not then bo receiving as 
much as that to which they were hon 
estly entitled. It had been tho inteiilioii 
of the house lo increase the salary of the 
Speaker, but that gentleman had distincl- 
ly stated that ha would not accept the 
position if the remuneration was to be in- 
oroaaod. It was nevertheless a matter of 
doubt with tho government as to whether, 
even now, in tho interest of the house an 
increased sum in the shape of sessional 
allowance should not bo given to Iho 
Speaker who had shown himself to be one 
of the most able who had sat in the 
house. (Hear, hear.) 

Mr. Orr had not been awaro until dis- 
cusaioii camo up to day that tho ministry 
of the day did not draw any sessional al- 
lowonco.

Mr.Semlin said he had never c(mcealod 
his opposition to the increase of salary of 
any civil servants, and in supporting thosu 
views, ho was, ho felt sure, but echoing 
the opinions of his constituenta. 

A clause was added to tho bill nuiking 
it apply to the present session. 

Committee rose and reported the bill 
complete with amendments, which was 
then read a third time and passed. 

WOOLLEN flOODS.

There being danger of too 
great speed, ft peculiar loverdike brake 
bad been provided. It reached under 
the pung and was easily worked. With 
ibis to check tho mad earenr of the 
sleigh it was believed ihut no danger 
could arise that could not bi' promptly 
met. Down the hill they flew. C)i:ee, 
.1.S Central was neared, n collisioii with 
a belated miner's tofun neemed iinmi 
nenfc, but vociferous warnings enabled 
tliom to pass in safety. Down, down, 
down they llew, and Central's main 
street was entered. This thoroughfare, 
sOii'X'ely wide enough for two teams to 
p:iss each other, and which, in day-time 
pre5ent(xl a busy aiui fi noisv .scene, 
was no.v dcsi>rted by ve!iieli>, but the 
side-walks were throngeil with peojile 
who had congregated to witness the 
great coasting event of tho season. As 
thosloigh rushed down inits wildcour.se, 
a loufl, long shout went up, in whieb 
the ])!ensure party joined By this time 
the -sleigh wa.s speeding on a'- a most 
tei'rific speed, which fairly took away 
the breath of those who stood by gaz- 
ing at the strange spectacle. It seemed 
as though the sleigh had no sooner ap- 
peared upon the scene than it shot out 
of sight and into space; it was one sud- 
den clash and then gone. 

As th(; beijii of the roa.] was rea'diril 
t hose who bad the iiianageinrnt of i |,p 
sleigh bent all their energies to the 
evolution that was to carry them past 
all obstacle.^. The .'ilightest miscalcu- 
lation might Drove fatal, a moments 
delay might jeojiardize their livch; u 
failure of the l)rakes or steering appar- 
tus might send tlieiii ull t(^ hcuvcii. 

Of the participants in thai awful 
ride said afterward thai none appeard 
to realize tlie danger that beset them 
until the turn in the road was approa 
cbod. The sled bad gathered such mom \ 
erifum that it seemed imjios.siblc to stop [ 
it, and the steadiest head and the j 
strongest hand appeared to bo of little 
avail. The shouts ot merriment in ' 
.stantly died out. All was still as death, j 
Men clutched each other in frantic ; 
grasp, ami the ladies, so bravo before, I 
looked despairingly for help. At the j 
turn on the right-haml side was a drug 
store. Like ne;»rly all the liuildings of 
those days, it was constructed of light 
material. It stood close to the sidewalk, 
which was slightly higher than its 
floor. Tho rear of the store was, per- 
hai)S, twenty-five feet from the ground 
or rocks, and was supported thereby 
large timber.=. The gulch fell avi-ay 
vorv precipitously from the road on tho 
right-hand side on the way to JUack 
Hawk. 

As the sleJ approached this corner 
an,,?ffort .was made to check and turn 
it,ib'nt ifor. .some reason the brake 
rofuBeil to'perfbrra its work, and: the 
f rodder" deflecting the front end, 



caused it to turn with a snddennes-s 
that threw four of the occupants far 
out lo the opiposite side of the road. 
Like a fla.sh of lightning the ..led 
bounded across the sidewalk, and 
struck the drug store with such a force 
that it cletved its way through like an 
axe through a muslin shiset. There was 
a .sudden crash, aloud Cry, a fall, aud 
the next instant all was quiet, save tho 
groans of tho injured on«a Tho people 
who had been standing on the street 
at this point to witness the flashing by 
of the party, hurried over. The pung 
had passed through the store, dinool- 
ishing its contents, and had fallen 
upon the rocks and snow, where it lay 
wrecked. Here and there, far and wide, 
^Tere |tho pleasuna party who had 
made the fearful i)lunge. Six of them 
— two ladies — were found dead, their 
skulls smashed and their bodies crush- 
(sl almost out of human .shape. The liv- 
ing were terribly maimed, and such as 
were .sensible cried piteously for aid. I 
Tliey were cared for tend<nly, but be- j 
lorn daybreak four more had iiaiil the 
penalty for their rashness in death. 
Those who witnessed the flight of that 
sleigh through tho store, like an arrow 
thi'ough an aiiple, declare that it was 
the most awful sight they evu bcheld- 
— is', y. Timea
